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NOTICE 



The object of the Compiler is to make a Collection 
from Sacramentaries, as far as possible, of all that 
was sanctioned by, or used in the Eastern and 
Western Churches during the first Fifteen Cen- 
turies. The value set upon these devotions by the 
Compilers of our Prayer Book appears from the 
fact that in almost every instance they preferred 
translating from them to composing, as they might 
have done, new forms of their own. Here will be 
found what they omitted or rejected, as well as 
what they retained. It is of course neither de- 
sirable nor intended, that every thing here given 
should be used by any one without alteration, for 
obvious reasons. From such a Collection those 
who wish can make a selection for themselves, and 
thus can “join in the very” prayers “which have 
cheered and aided God’s people throughout the 
world almost from the very beginning of Chris- 
tianity ” 1

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INTRODUCTION 

TO PART I. 



The Catholic Church has from the earliest ages 
prepared the faithful for the celebration of the 
Lord’s Nativity by a fast of forty days. To the 
present day, in the Greek Church, the fast begins 
on the 15th of November, being the fortieth day 
before Christmas. In the Ethiopic Church it be- 
gins on the 11th of November. In the Church of 
Milan we find six Sundays assigned to Advent 
from the remotest antiquity, which is the greatest 
number that can ever fell within the period of 
forty days. Forty days were observed in France 
and wherever the Galilean rites were used ; and 
so in the Mosarabic rite we find the full number 
of six Sundays in Advent. 

Besides ita proper name of ** Thd Fast of the 
Nativity,” it was sometimes called, in the West, 
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ii Introduction. 

the Fast of S. Martin, because following imme- 
diately after his Feast, which occurs on the 11th 
of November; and in the Greek Church it was 
sometimes called the Fast of S. Philip, because 
in the Greek Calendar the Feast of S. Philip the 
Apostle is kept on the 14th of November. 

Anastasius, Patriarch of Antioch, towards the 
end of the sixth century, calls it an Ordinance of 
God, which shows of what antiquity and autho- 
rity it was then supposed to be. But this Fast 
was, however, never observed with such severe 
strictness as the Lent which precedes Easter ; and 
notwithstanding repeated attempts to restore in 
some degree the primitive strictness with which 
it was at first observed, there has been a gradual 
relaxation, and the number of days on which 
fasting was obligatory has been constantly dimi- 
nished in the Western Church. S. Perpetuus, 
Bishop of Tours, a.d. 461, enjoined fasting only 
on three days of the week, from S. Martin to the 
Nativity. About the end of the sixth century 
John the Faster, Patriarch of Constantinople, en- 
forces daily abstinence from flesh during the forty 
days that precede the Nativity. Chrodegand, 
Bishop of Metz, a.d. 742, enjoins upon Regulars, 
daily abstinence and fast till the ninth hour from 
S. Martin’s Day to the Nativity. The Council of 
Seligstadt, a.d. 1022, granted a dispensation from 
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fasting during half the period, requiring the ob- 
servance of fasting on only twenty days before the 
Nativity. John Beleth, A.D. 1102, and Durandus, 
a.d. 1286, notice that S. Thomas* Day has no 
vigil, because it occurs in Advent when the fast is 
continuous, that is, daily. S. Peter the Vene- 
rable, the ninth Abbat of Cluny, a.d. 1123, says, 
“ Since a more than ordinary abstinence is kept 
by nearly the whole Church on these days, in 
order to prepare for the Nativity of the Lobd, 
let us consecrate these hallowed days with mode- 
rate fasts, which many others consecrate with 
greater fasts. ** 

Although the period is forty days, there never 
were anywhere actually forty fast days, 1 because 
fasting was prohibited on Sabbaths, except at 
Rome, and everywhere on Lord’s Days. There 
could therefore be only twenty-eight, twenty-nine 
or thirty fast days within the period. And as the 
Roman Church allowed fasting on Sabbaths, the 
period was shortened by five or six days, accord- 
ing to the number of Sabbaths ; and in conse- 
quence of that abridgment, there could never be, 
and so, even in the most ancient Sacramentaries

that have come down to us, there never are more 
than five Lord’s Days reckoned as in Advent in 
the Roman Church, although as many fast days 
were kept as elsewhere. But early in the tenth 
century we find it further contracted to four weeks, 
as at present, although the Advent service for the 
fifth Lord’s Day before Christmas was, and is, 
retained on the last Lord’s Day after Pentecost. 
But even after this abridgment, the full period 
was recognized : e.g. Louis VII. having obtained 
a dispensation from fasting, applied to Alex- 
ander III. to know whether the dispensation ex- 
tended to the Lents of Christmas and Easter. In 
reply, he was allowed one dish of fish and a little 
wine on Fridays from the feast of S. Martin $ but 
during the four weeks of Advent was enjoined the 
usual fasting and abstinence. 

As the feast of Easter is continued beyond its 
octave, though in a less degree, all through Pas- 
chal-tide and concludes with the feast of Pen- 
tecost : so also the joy of Christmas is prolonged 
beyond the octave, and terminated by the feast of 
the Epiphany. 

S. Stephen, the Archdeacon and Protomartyr, 
suffered on the 26th of December, in the year of our 
Lord’s Crucifixion, but his feast is kept on the 27th 
in the Greek and Ethiopian Churches, and on the 
24th in the Armenian Church. The feast of S. John

the Evangelist is observed in the Greek Church on 
the 26th of September ; and in the Ethiopian Church 
on the 30th of December. In the Armenian and 
Gallican rites the Apostles SS. James and John are 
united in one celebration on the 27th December. 
The feast of the Holy Innocents is celebrated in the 
Western Church on the 28th December, in the 
Greek Church on the 29th, and in the Ethiopian 
Church on the 26th and 29th. S. Thomas . k 
Beckett, -Archbishop of Canterbury, was martyred 
on the 29th December, a.d. 1170, and canonized 
a.d. 1173. S. Silvester died on the 31st December, 
A.D. 335, on which day his feast is kept in the 
Western Church ; but the Greeks keep it on the 
2nd of January. His festival was made general 
in the Latin Church by Gregory IV. A.D. 1227. 
The proper for the feasts of these Saints has been 
given in this place, for the sake of convenience, 
because they are immoveable feasts, and universally 
observed.

The Infant Christ sends infants before 
Him into Heaven ; He transmits new gifts to the 
Father; He presents to Him that begot Him 
as first-fruits the first martyrdoms of children, 
through the perpetration of Herod’s wickedness. 
The enemy takes the body, while hurting it, he 
bestows a benefit ; while he slays, it by dying is 
made alive ; by falling it is raised again ; victory 
is made good by destruction. For these benefits 
therefore and for the present solemnity giving 
great thanks to Thy goodness, but not repaying 
Thee, with the holy Angels and Archangels we 
praise with one voice Thee One God, the Ruler, 
distinct in person but not divided.
